WAS DESPONDENT 
OVER ILL HEALTH 


Popular Officer, After 24 
Years on Fulton Force, 
Uses Service Revolver 
To Commit Suicide in 
Bedroom of Home Here. 


INACTIVE FOR YEAR 
THROUGH SICKNESS 


Result of Recent Hospital 
Examination Believed 
To Have Prompted Act. 
Had Fine Record. 


W. C. Chappelear, 55, for the last 


two decades a sergeant of Fulton 
county police, committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the head with 
his service revolver shortly after 
o'clock Sunday morning at hie home, 
31 Peachtree avenue. Fellow officers 
said that he had been despondent for 
some time over ill health and a re- 
cent hospital examination was _ be- 
lieved to have prompted his suicide. 

Sergeant Chappelear was elected to 
the county police force in 1908 and 
after a few years on patrol duty was 
made sergeant. He held his post with 
remarkable fidelity to duty until the 
past year, when his condition became 
such that he was compelled to stop 
active work. 

About a month ago, however, he 
tried patrol duty for three or four 
hours every day but in the past week 
had to give this up, too. He was 
taken to United States Hospital No. 
48 for an examination and returned 
home Friday and went to bed. 

Chappelear was alone in his room 
Sunday morning when he ended his 
life. Other members of the family 
were downstairs preparing for break- 
fast. 

He is survived by his wife; two 
children by a former marriage, Miss 
Jeannette Chappelear and Mrs. Har- 
ry E. Moss, both of Atlanta; two 
sons, Marvin Lynch Chappelear and 
Robert Brooks Chappelear; five sis- 
ters. Mrs. Homer Burdette, of Frank- 
lin, and Mrs. Robert Maner, Mrs. 
Andrew Reid, Mrs. John W. White 
and Miss Mattie Chappelear, and one 
brother, W. M. Chappelear, also of 
Atlanta. 

Sergeant Chappelear was a member 
of Inman Yards Methodist church, a 
member of the Masonic order and a 
veteran of the Spanish-American War. 
Funeral arrangements, in charge cf 
H. M. Patterson & Son, will be held 
at 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon at the 
Cross Roads Presbyterian church with 
the Rev. H. J. Aycock. the Rev. W. 
Burdette and the Rev, Jesse D. Booth 
officiating.

Byrd Cites Burdens. 

In replying to Johnson's statements 
concerning the National Economy 
League, Admiral Byrd said:

DEMOCRATS PLAN 
ACTION FOR BEER 
BY DECEMBER 20 


Repeal Resolution Also 
Will Be Pushed Through 
Larger House..With. All 
Possible Speed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(%)— 
The democratic house leaders went 
forward today with plans for speedy 
action on both repeal and beer leg- 
islation before’ the congressional 
Christmas holidays beginning about 
December 20. 

Speaker Garner is determined to 
have a vote on a repeal resolution 
the day congress meets, a week away. 
He hopes the senate can act on the 
question in time for the state legisla- 
tures meeting in 1933 to pass upon 
it. 

Although sentiment for quick con- 
sideration is strong in the senate, some 
leaders said today it would await 
house action on both repeal and beer 
before taking up prohibition. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, the 
republican leader, said the Glass 
amendment probably would be re- 
ferred to the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, indicating that action in that 
branch would be delayed until Janu- 


ary. 

Senator Walsh, democrat, Mas- 
sachusetts, announced, however, he 
would introduce a new beer bill pro- 
viding for an alcoholic content of 3.2 
per cent by weight or 3.75 per cent 
by volume, and would press for speedy 
consideration. 

All democratic and republican house 
members have been sitmmoned by their 
leaders to be present on the opening 
day to vote on repeal. Garner is 
drafting the resolution. While he has 
declined to make its contents public, 
it is understood to be along the lines 
of the democratic platform calling for 
outright repeal. 

It requires 36 states to ratify a 
constitutional amendment. Forty-four 
of the 48 state legislatures meet in 
1933. Garner’s idea is that if con- 
gress adopts a repeal resolution early 
in the session, it could be ratified 
within a few months. Already 17 
states have repealed state enforce- 
ment acts, memorialized congress to 
repeal the eighteenth amendment or 
declined to pass upon the question. 

The question of whether the legis- 
latures or state conventions, as pro- 
vided for in platforms of both parties, 
shall pass upon ratification of repeal

Thought Lost at Sea 36 Years Ago,

Believed by many of his old friends,

Until he found “Rill” Turner, as 
the pressroom and Constitution gen- 
erally know the veteran foreman, Mc- 
Kewen did not know that his two 
brothers, Harry and John, are now 
living in Birmingham, where he spent 
Saturday.

TALK OF POLICIES 


President-Elect Spends 
Sunday in Preparing for 
Conferences With Party 
Leaders This Week.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov, 27. 
Presidént-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today prepared himself for the more 
serious side of his southern sojourn 
as the vanguard of national leaders 
who will confer with him on impor- 
tant party policy during the next 
fortnight began arriving on the scene. 

The vanguard consisted of Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, one 
of the moving spirits in the Roose- 
velt pre-convention campaign in the 
west; Senator James F. Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, a close friend of the 
incoming president, and Mrs. Eleanor 
Patterson, colorful publisher of the 
Washington Herald, who has added 
a touch of feminine charm to the de- 
liberations. 

Until now Governor Roosevelt since 
his arrival Thursday has spent his 
time quietly at the “Little White 
House” on the fringe of Pine moun- 
tain. Political conferences have been 
more or less taboo, although he. neces- 
sarily has been engaged in ‘reading a 
\oluminous correspondence that has 
overwhelmed him since the elections. 

Discussions Open Today. 

Beginning tomorrow, however, he 
will enter into a series of discussions 
with party leaders that may have an 
important bearing, not only on the 
policies to be pursued by the new ad- 
ministration during the next four 
years, but on the Roosevelt cabinet 
as well. 

Henry A. Wallace, of Iowa. editor 
of the Farm Journal: Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., of New York. and M. L. 
Wilson. professor of the State Agri- 
cultural College at Bossman. Mont.., 
have been invited to talk over the agri- 
cultural situation with the governor 
tomorrow. Mr. Wallace is the son of 
Henry C. Wallace, who was repub- 
lican secretary of agriculture under 
the Harding administration. He was 
one of many influential republicans 
to support the democratic presiden- 
tial nominee in the recent elections.

IN STEINER FiGHl 


Fike To Return to At- 
lanta Today To Face 
Grady Board. 


A showdown in operation of the 
Albert Steiner cancer ward of Grady 
hospital will be a step nearer today 
with return of Dr. R. H. Fike, head 
of the cancer institution, to Atlanta. 
Grady and Steiner trustees are prin- 
cipals in the battle over conduct of 
the cancer ward. 

Fike is to he called-on the carpet 
to explain why he branded as “un- 
fortunate” a Grady board order bar- 
ring all patients from the cancer ward 
except citizens of Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county. 

When he is called before the Grady 
board it is expected that the move 
will be the first step in an effort to 
oust him. Steiner trustees have ad- 
ministered internal affairs at the ward 
for many years. They pay salaries 
of Fike and also of Dr. J. Pierce 
Palmer, whom John B. Franklin, su- 
perintendent of Grady, has “fired” for 
alleged infraction of Grady rules. 

Palmer thus far has declined to be 
dismissed. He is still at Steiner, and 
will stay at least until Fike returns 
to the city. 

Attitude of the Steiner trustees will 
determine to what extent the battle 
will proceed. If the Steiner group 
submits to the effort of the Grady 
board to control Steiner, there will 
be no fight. 

Milton Liebman and Joseph Hirsch, 
Steiner trustees, have declined to 
make any statement, and apparently 
are awaiting the return of Fike to 
the city before mapping a plan of 
campaign. . 

Franklin will make no statement 
except to say the Grady board is his 
“boss” and any comment on the pres- 
ent chaotic condition of affairs must 
come from them. The Grady board 
refuses to talk. 

Observers Sunday summarized the 
situation as follows: 

1. Marking of time until Fike gets 


| back before any course of action is 


(lecided on by the Steiner trustees. 
In the conference between Fike and 
the Steiner hoard, it may be deter- 
mined that the Grady board has no 
authority over employes paid from 
the Steiner fund; Fike may not even 
appear before the Grady board to ex- 
plain “anrthing;” Palmer may he told 
to stay at his post, and the Steiner 
group may resort to the courts to 
“protect the Steiner ward.” On the 
other hand, it may be decided to try 
fo avert open warfare and adopt a 
conciliatory program and attempt to 
reach an amicable compromise. 

2. The Grady board.may go to 
court fo attempt to enforce its edicts 
at Steiner; it, too, may be ina peace- 
ful mind, following its announced in- 
tention to force Steiner under its 
domination, and might be amenable 
to what has been characterized as 
“reasonahle.”’

“The people are not yet educated 
up to the point where they are getting 
the full benefit of the prohibition laws. 
but I believe they are past the point 
where they will allow the eighteenth 
amendment to be lost from the United 
States constitution.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—_@)—A 
toll of 33.500 deaths and injuries to 
more than 1.000,000 people was ex- 
acted by traffic accidents in the Unit- 
ed States in 1931. 

The National Conference on Street 
and Highway Safety, Secretary 
Chapin said in his annual report to- 
day, estimated the economic loss of 
the accidents, together with traffic 
congestion, at more than $3,000,000,- 

“Reports for 1932,” the secretary 
continued, “so far as available on 
June 30, show for the first time in 
automobile history a decrease in the 
fatality rate, but this decrease is 
small and is attributable in the main 
to reduction in automobile registra- 
tions. ead 

“The present multiplicity of con- 
flicting traffic laws and regulations, 
creating confusion and hazard, is seen 
as one of the largest contributing fac- 
tors in the present enormous annual 
oll.” 


Soviet-Poland Pact

MOSCOW, Nov. 27.—(/)—Official 
announcement was made today of rat- 
ification of a soviet Russia-Poland 
non-aggression pact which was viewed 
as presaging an era of friendly re- 
lationship between the two former 
traditional enemy countries.

OUR SUGAR MESS. 

There is no more iniquitous sec- 
tion of the disastrous and dis- 
credited Hawley-Smoot tariff bill 
than the clause fixing the rates on 
sugar. The higher rates have bank- 
rupted Cuba, cost us nearly a half 
billion in exports, brought about an 
unhealthy mushroom prosperity in 
Hawaii and the Philippines and re- 
sulted in widespread trouble with 
Mexican peon labor brought to this 
country to work in the beet fields. 

But the beet sugar trust has 
been able to continue its huge divi- 
dends, .and that, according to 
charges of democratic speakers in 
congress, is all that the sugar tar- 
iff was intended to do. 

Republican advocates of a higher 
tariff on sugar based their appeals 
on the benefits to American farm 
labor and increased profits for the 
sugar beet raisers of the west. As 
a matter of fact, the amount se- 
cured by the beet farmers is dic- 
tated by the interests which con- 
trol practically all the beet sugar 
refineries—and which, even before 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff went into 
effect, was paying dividends as high 
as 40 per cent. 

The increased production in beets 
has not brought more employment 
to American farm labor, because 
the sugar interests have brought 
cheap Mexican laborers—men, wom- 
en and children—into the country 
by the thousands to raise and har- 
vest the crop. Children scarcely 
able to walk are employed in the 
fields at a wage of a few cents a 
day. 

Commenting upon the problem 
brought about by the importation 
of this cheap Mexican labor, the 
Detroit News says: 


1932. 


We saw one train leave Detroit 
Tuesday, taking back to Mexico at 
Michigan’s expense 433 Mexicans. We 
know it to have been only one in- 
stance, for the Mexican repatriations 
from Michigan this winter are ex- 
pected to total 5,000, the costs borne 
here. 

From the articles recently in The 
News by S. L. A. Marshall, we real- 
ize that Michigan's Mexican popula- 
tion at its comparatively recent peak 
numbered. about 55,000 souls, with 
7 per cent or more brought in by 
the beet sugar industry. After the 
present exodus, our remaining Mexi- 
eans probably will number less than 
9,000 men, women and children. 

A difficult and costly state prob- 
lem was confronted, one chiefly due 
to the operations over 40 years of 
the tariff-fostered sugar industry. The 
economic and political situations as- 
sure more national tariff legislation 
before long. It follows that the sugar 
tariffs will have their usual promi- 
nence.

BRAZIL STARTS OVER. 

The Brazilian government, after 
a disastrous effort to better the 
price of coffee, the country’s chief 
product, in ways contrary to the 
law of supply and demand, an- 
nounces a thrée-year ban of coffee 
trees. 

The ban prohibits not only the 
planting of new trees but replant- 
ing on abandoned farms as well. 

Some years ago the attempt was 
made to artificially stimulate the 
price of the coffee bean through 
huge governmental purchases. Many 
millions of dollars were taken out 
out to the producers—but the 
price went down instead of up. 

Hundreds of millions of pounds of 
coffee were stored in government 
warehouses, but instead of helping 
matters became a threat to the mar- 
ket which forced prices constantly 
lower. 

Then the government tried the 
experiment of taking hundreds of 
thousands of sacks of coffee— 
bought with the taxpayers’ money 
—and dumping it at sea. But still 
the growers continued to produce 
more than the market required, and 
the price kept on the toboggan. 

Now Brazil, realizing that its re- 
lief efforts have been fundamentally 
wrong, is attempting the right so- 
lution by taking steps to reduce 
production. 

There is no way to circumvent 
the law of supply and demand, a 
fact the cotton and wheat producers 
of America, like the coffee growers 
of Brazil, have discovered to their 
sorrow. 

The best thing that can happen 
to the agricultural interests of both 
countries will be for their govern- 
ments to stop dabbling in their af- 
fairs except to the extent of aiding 
them in working out their own 
problems.

Highway mileage in the United 
States having more than two traffic 
lanes has reached a total of 3,790 
miles, according to a statement of 
the bureau of public works at 
Washington. In addition thousands 
of miles of extra-wide two-lane 
highways have been constructed 
within the past two years. 

In 1931 alone 600 miles of four- 
lane, 388 miles of three-lane and 
20 miles of more than four-lane 
highways were construeted. 

The drift to wider and straighter 
highways was inevitable with the 
increase in size and power of the 
automobile. Narrow pavéd roads 
which could safely care for the 20 
and 30-mile speed limits of 10 or 
15 years back are little more than 
death traps for the car traveling 
from 50 to 70 miles an hour. 

The increase in the number of 
automobiles, especially trucks and 
buses, also makes it necessary that 
our highways be widened.

In the Old Testa- 
ment are beautiful examples of for- 
giveness; and Marcus Aurelius, the 
Stoic, could write “the best way of 
avenging thyself is not to become 
like the wrongdoer.” 

Yet, between Christian and Stoic 
forgiveness there is an immense in- 
terval. The Stoic was counseled to 
forgive in order that his inward calm 
might not be disturbed. He was to 
pay no attention to the injury, that 
he might preserve his peace of soul. 


Stoic forgiveness was a self-regarding 
virtue. The Christian is indeed bid- 
den to forget the injury to himeelf, 
but it is because he is to seek the 
highest good of his injurer. The root 
of Christian forgiveness is love, which 
“seeketh not its own,” but looks out- 
ward to the true welfare of its ob- 


ect. 

Forgiveness treats the past as if it 
had not been. It faces the future 
because he who truly forgives desires 
to establish new relations with the 
offender. Henceforth there is to be 
no barrier between injured and in- 
jurer; the broken unity is to be com- 

letely restored. Men sometimes say. 
‘I will forgive him, but I can never 
forget.” That is no real forgiveness 
as Christ taught it, for in real] for- 
giveness there is no reference to the 
interests or feelings of the injured 
person. 

As it takes two to make a quarrel, 
so it takes two to effect a reconcilia- 
tion. If the offer to forgive is re- 
jected. he who makes it must. be 
ready to make it again. Jewish tra- 
dition limited forgiveness to three 
times, but St. Peter received answer 
to his question how often he was to 
forgive his brother, “until seventy 
times seven.” 

Yorgiveness in its innermost quality 
and essence will never be understood 
so long as minds are occupied with 
legal or mechanical conceptions of 
punishment, recompense or amenid- 
ment. man may have to punish 
and yet can truly forgive, and he who 
suffers punishment can transmute it 
into a discipline of purgation  will- 
ingly accepted. But forgiveness moves 
in an altogether higher region. Its 
concern is solely with the impact of 
personality upon personality through 
the power of love. 

It is a creative energy which seeks 
t bind men together in fellowship, 
and to elicit from the offender that 
spiritual response of which we are all 
capable. It is love in action, turning 
to its own use the very weapons 
which oppose it.

Excretion through the skin 
is practically negligible. The secre- 
tion of sweat is for the rurpose of 
cooling the body and not for the pur- 
pose of “throwing off poisonous 
wastes,” 

The waste products of the body, iv 
health or in illness, are in the blood 
or in the tissues of the organs that 
produce them. They are produced by 
oxidation and combustion. Only when 
the oxidation process is too slow and 
combustion as a consequence of the 
shortage in oxygen is incomplete dves 
the waste matter become injurious. 
Such a state of poor combustion, slow 
or low metabolism, is common enough, 
and might fairly be termed auto-in- 
toxication. It has nothing whatever 
to do with the state of digestion or 
the state of the bowels; that is, these 
are never the cause or source of the 
trouble. 

Any one who eats too much and 
works, plays or exercises too little 
is bound to suffer from this true 
auto-intoxication. I'm not telling 
any symptoms. but the average wise- 
acre ascribes the symptoms to faulty 
buwel function and resorts to bowel 
washes, funny ciets, nostrums and 
the like to remedy the trouble. What 
he really needs is just a little more 
oxygen.

“If veterans are to get these pen- 
sions for civil life injuries it will 
break Unele Sam’s back financially. 

The 
total cost of the World War veterans 
rlone will eventually come to over 
$80.000,000,000, four times the cost 
of the war itself, and the country 
must stand the cost. Service for the 
country in time of war must be meas- 
ured in terms of patriotism and not 
dollars and cents.

Ean IN SOUTH 


Football Injury Fatal to 
Youth; Auto Kills At- 
torney in Atlanta.

With hunting mishaps and a foot- 
ball game injury contributing to the 
toll, the southeastern states reported 
eight deaths in accidents this week- 


end. 

Three of the deaths occurred in 
Tennessee, two each in Florida and 
Georgia and one in’ North Carolina. 

The list of the victims follows, by 
states: 

Tennessee—Frank Cook Jr., high 
school junior, died at Columbia of 
injuries suffered in a football game 
in Nashville October 28, his seven- 
teenth birthday. Accidental discharge 
of his hunting companion’s gun killed 
Allen Nelson, 27, near Covington. Nel- 
son and his companion, Joe Chism, 
lived in Memphis. In the 51st auto- 
mobile fatality of the year in Mem- 
phis, a pedestrian, R. V. Grantham, 
37, railroad employe, was run down 
and killed on a downtown street. H. 
D. Murley was held under bond on 
technical charge of manslaughter. 

Florida—Walter Petters. 15, was 
killed near Melbourne while hunting 
with two other boys.

Petters. At Tampa, Danny Garcia, 
8, was killed by the accidental dis- 
charge of a gun while he and his lit- 
tle sister and brother, 6 and 9, were 
playing with the weapon.

LONDON FRAMES 
NEW DEBT NOTE

EUROPEAN OPTIMISM 
PUZZLES WASHINGTON 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 27.—()— 
European optimism that an extension 
of the moratorium on war debts will 
be forthcoming has state department 
officials puzzled as they await the 
next move from abroad. 

The administration is at a loss to 
understand press dispatches from Lon- 
don and continental capitals indicat- 
ing a belief prevails in high official 
circles that some means will be found 
to postpone the December 15 pay- 
ments due the United States despite 
the polite refusals that already have 
been sent to Europe. 

The replies of the American gov- 
ernment to the requests of Great 
Britain. France, Belgium, Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia for an extension of 
the time on the war debt payments 
due next month were uniformly nega- 
tive and made it clear that congress 
alone could alter the debt agree- 
ments. 

However, the European govern- 
ments aparently still regard the pay- 
ments as open to negotiation in spite 
of Secretary Stimson’s statement that 
“no facts have been placed in our 
possession which could be presented 
to the congress for favorable consider- 
ation.” 

In the face of the explanation in all 
the notes that the chief executive is 
without authority to modify debt 
agreements and that from congress 
where this power is lodged, repeated 
expressions of opposition to the mora- 
torium have been heard, Europe has 
indicated that it has not accepted the 
decision as final. 

Notes are being framed in London, 
Paris and Brussels citing the eco- 
nomic situation as reasons for a delay 
in the December payments. 

The British cabinet will meet fo- 
morrow to pass on a reply to Secre- 
tary Stimson’s note, and France and 
Belgium are reported to be prepared 
to follow the lead of Great Britain. 
PREMIER HERRIOT TALKS _— 

WITH FINANCE MINISTER 

PARIS, Nov. 27.—(#)—tThe next 
French move in the war debt situa- 
tion was discussed at length today by 
Premier Herriot and Louis Germain- 
Martin, minister of finance. 

The foreign office had nothing to 
say about the meeting but the news- 
paper Petit Parisien said that a rough 
draft of a reply to Secretary Stim- 
son’s note asking payment of the $20,- 
000,000 due on December 15, was con- 
sidered. ; 

Several special cabinet sessions are 
expected to be called this week to de- 
termine what will be done about the 
proposed new memorandum. 

Premier Herriot is being urged by 
some of his friends to put the entire 
matter up to parliament and thereby 
avoid a possible defeat of his govern- 
ment on any independent action which 
he might otherwise take. 

The premier is entirely occupied 
with the debt questiom and he has 
talked by telephone with the French 
embassies in Washington and London. 


UNABLE TO PAY INTEREST 

SAYS NOTE FROM GREECE 

ATHENS, Nov. 27.—()—Reply- 
ing to the request of the United 
States for $440,000, the interest due 
this month on the 1929 loan of $12,- 
000,000, a Greek government note to- 
day said it could not be paid. 

e note pointed out that the loan, 
although made after the World War, 
was to finance the repair of war 
damages.

The newest Young plan came not 
from a lawyer-financier versed in 
diplomacy and banking, but was pres- 
ented by Harry Young, a bridge ten- 
der, who for 15 years has viewed life 
and events from a_ book-lined cabin 
by the Bay Farm Island bridge, span- 
ning an estuary between Alameda and 
the Bay Farm Island airport.

Zens. 

The originator of the little Young 
plan, who mans his bridge controls 
only four or five times a day to open 
the 208-foot span for ships, has had 
ample time to read and reflect on the 
contents of the general library he has 
installed in his cabin. 

He calls himself a “progressive.” 
He has made four trips to Washing- 
ton in behalf of what he considers 
progressive legislation. 

“My plan would wipe out the war 
debts in 50 years,” Young said to- 
day. “Prosperity money would always 
maintain its face value in gold, be- 
cause it would always be accepted 
by debtor nations in payment of goods 
and tariff costs.”

Since domestic in- 
dustrial production fell off 20 per 
cent and freight car loadings 22 per 
eent during this period, it would ap- 
pear that the shrinkage in foreign 
trade has been less than that in do- 
mestic business,” 


Unparalleled gold withdrawals and 
steady liquidation of security markets 
during much of the year he attribut- 
ed largely to forces of “panie and 
fear” set in motion by central Euro- 
pean financial disturbances. 


Chapin advised the president that 
“in the second quarter and again in

Value Decrease.

600.000,000 on July 1, 1932. 

“Downward” was the way he de- 
scribed the trend of industrial pro- 
duction, prices, employment, payrolls, 
merchandise distribution, foreign 
trade and construction.

10 FACE COUNCIL 


Body Will Consider Moves 
To Cut Wards, Council, 
School Board. 


Consideration of several proposals 
affecting traction service in Atlanta, 
of measures designed to reduce wards, 
council and the Atlanta board of edu- 
cation and of another effort to divorce 
the board of education from council, 
will hold the spotlight this afternoon 
at the adjourned session of council.

Happiness—what foolish fancies we 
weave about it, on what foolish ex- 
peditions we embark to find it, and 
in what strange places we search for 
it!

“Why,” she asked, “have you de- 
serted your wife?” “Reaching out 
for what is not within me, that 
something for which we hunt and 
track and meet strangers with a 
searching eye and usually return to 
ourselves saying ‘not yet, not yet’— 
that something we call happiness.” 
“It was conceivably on the hearth 
at home,” came the reply, “only we

Strange, isn’t it, that we expend 
our last Ounce of energy in this huut 
for happiness and come back exhaust- 
ed to the starting pvint without the 
prize?

come with fresh force when one con- 
siders the wandering husbands’ 
searching for happiness outside their 
homes. If they had done half their 
duty to their wives they would have 
found more true contentment than 
they can possibly find in any other 
course. Can they not perceive that 
the reckless search nets them noth- 
ing but a momentary excitement 
which like a dose of morphine calls 
for another and a bigger excite- 
ment? 

What is happiness anyhow but a 
clean body, a clear conscience, a quiet 
mind and a faithful heart, a state of 
well-being in body, mind and spirit? 
Can one have it violating the codes of 
love and honor and health? No, and 
worse, when those immutable laws are 
violated, repeatedly, the law-breaker 
precludes the possibility of ever ex- 
periencing happiness. Excitement loses 
its charm, variety no longer makes its 
appeal, emotions are spent, life is 
drained dry and one cries peace, peace, 
but there is no peace. Fer happiness 
as far as age is concerned is peace 
and contentment.

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4 - Football’s Record for 1932 Season Is 
Really Splendid One. 


That long sigh which echoed over hill and dale yesterday 
was old John Football Fan awakening with the realization that, 
with the exception of a few post-season games, the 1932 foot- 
ball season was at an end. 

Football held up remarkably well during the season which 
is about completed. Proponents of the game can point with 
pride at the record made by the game. 

‘ In the first place attendance was better than expect- 

ed. When the figures are all in Georgia Tech will have 

gr to more people than last season. So will Vander- 

it, Auburn, Tennessee and other leading institutions. 

Georgia will be off in attendance. It is but natural and 

no fault of the game. Georgia’s schedule was not ar- 

ranged for crowds and the loss of so many of last sea- 

son’s stars handicapped this year’s team as a gate at- 
traction. Nevertheless it finished well in November 
and Georgia’s record is one worthy of pride. 

Football did not show nearly the slump which baseball 
showed last summer. In fact football showed an increase in 
Strength. That is certainly true of southern football. In the 
east and middle west similar conditions as to population do not 
hold. Yet football held up well everywhere. | 
Most important of all was the decrease in injuries 

of a fatal nature. Last year saw more than 50 deaths 

_ attributed to football. It was shown, of course, that 
many of these deaths had no connection with the game. 

There developed a sort of hysteria which undoubtedly 

added many injuries and deaths to the game which did 

not belong there. 

They did force, however, a change in rules. And the new 
rules, which met with some opposition, have proved to be what 
the game needed. Accidents of a fatal nature thave been re- 
duced more than half. And only one or two, and this is really 
astounding, can be credited to organized and supervised foot- 
ball. Most of them belonged to unsupervised high school and 
sandlot teams or to semi-pro teams which “scrub up” and play 
on Saturdays and week days. : 

Once again it should be stressed that only the boy 
who Js physically fit should be allowed to play and then 
only on supervised teams where competent coaches and 
adequate equipment and medical supervision is provided. 

Football’s record as to attendance and the supervision of 
the game is splendid. “The game stood up much bétter than 
had been anticipated. | ) 

It remains the game with the greatest hold on the devotion 
of a sports loving people, And it remains the only game which 
meets the imagination of youth, supplying that quality of adven- 
ture, physical competition and the old atavistic urge of combat 
which the youth of this nation demands. 


THE TULANE-L. S. U. CASE. 
There should be no disposition to minimize the victory of 
1. S. U. over Tulane. It is true that Tulane plaved without the 
‘services of several of her stars. But since it is just a game 
there was no reason for postponing the contest. Postponing it 
would have meant that it was more than just a game.

First, and most important of all 
to students and alumni, was the set- 
back for Tulane, the first the Tigers 
have been able to mete out to their 
traditional down-river rivals since 
they emerged on the top end of a 6- 
to-0 score ’way back in 1926. 

The other hope, almost despaired of 
after many dreary years on the grid- 
iron, is a perfect conference record 
of no defeats or ties, the first time 
such an honor has come to L. 8. U. 
si e 1908, when an almost legendary 
Tiger vanquished everything in his 
path and ran up the astounding scor- 
ing total of 442 points against 11 for 
opponents. 

RUGGED BATTLE. 


Tulane, without the services of 
“Flying” Don Zimmerman, ace half- 
back and a number of other varsity 
players who were ill with influenza, 
put up a rugged battle, but was un- 
able to stem the Tiger power drives. 

Football fans were deeply stirred 
Thursday when Green Wave authori- 
ties requested that the game be post- 
poned until the following Saturday, 
but L. S. U. dissented, saying prep- 
arations had gone too far to permit 
them to postpone the game on such 
short notice. Tulane was given the 
alternative of playing the contest or 
cancelling it. 

But since the teams did play and 
L. S. U. won, Tiger adherents now 
unqualifiedly admit the football sea- 
son has been a success, although the 
school still faces the dangerous Uni- 
versity of Oregon team at Baton 
Rouge on December 10, 

In the years. that followed the 
Green Wave captured 14 games, the 
Tigers 13, and three ended in ties. 


HUEY JUBILANT. 


United States Senator Huey P. 
Long, who crammed a full law course 
into one year’s study at Tulane, and 
who holds an honorary doctor’s de- 
gree from Loyola University of New 
Orleans, was almost as jubilant over 
the victory as other fans. 

The .enator ‘“‘adopted” L. S&S. U. as 
his alma mater while he was gov- 
ernor of the state, and was always 
u familiar figure at the head of the 
school band on parades. 

L. S. U. is now comparing its 1907 
season with the present season. 

This year the Tigers are working 
under a new coach in Captain Law- 
rence “Riff” Jones. former West Point 
grid mentor. In 1908 a new coach also 
took over the reins and turned out a 
team that ran up a total of 266 points 
against 52 for opponents.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 27.—(UP)—

So are we, after watching the Pan- 
thers take Stanford, and reading 
what Notre Dame did to Army the 
same day. It was largely that latter 
item which switched us over to Pitts- 
burgh. Prior to Saturday we were 
convinced that Major Sasse’s last 
Army outfit was the final word in 
power, brains and resoureefulness. But 
Notre Dame slaughtered the Cadets. 
Pitt whipped Notre Dame by the con- 
vincing margin of two touchdowns. 
This turn of events makes it abso- 
lutely impossible for a fair-minded 
person to do anything but break down 
and confess that Pitt is the goods.

Business Displays Vitality 
Despite Seasonal Tendency 


BY FRANK H. McCONNELL. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—(#)—While 
seasonal influences tender to contract 
business volume in the past week, a 
number of industries continued to 
show considerable vitality, despite a 
setback in commodity prices. 

Carloadings showed a gain of 38,- 
7o8 for the week ended November 19, 
which was clearly better than usual, 
this period normally showing a slight 
decline. The gain was somewhat de- 
ceptive, however, owing to the carry- 
over of some business which, except 
for the election holiday, would ordi- 
narily have been done the week be- 
fore. ‘Total cars handled by the rail- 
roads were 575,851 against 537,093 
the preceding week and 588,383 the 
week before. 

The lighter industries continued to 
report a fairly stable business turn- 
over. Dun’s reported that public buy- 
ing of clothing and food was surpris- 
ingly well maintained. 

Steel production declined to 16 per 
cent of capacity, according to “Iron 
Age,” due to the closing of some mills 
from Thanksgiving Day until next 


Monday. Ordinarily, Thanksgiving is 
not a steel mill holiday. 

“Bradstreet's” reported that a stale- 
mate had apparently been reached he- 
tween the steel and railroad business. 
Railroad men, this authority reported. 
held that the steel industry should 
have cut rail prices more than the 
$3-a-ton reduction posted last month. 
Consequently the carriers were re- 
ported to he withholding rail orders, 

Automobile output picked up slight- 
ly, the week's estimated production 
standing at 13.282 units aginst 11,047 
the previous week and 10,207 the week 
before that. 

Electric power production for the 
week ended November 19 showed an 
increase over the preceding week. 

Retail trade was reported as rela- 
tively good and “Dun’‘s” said that re- 
ports from the wholesale markets were 
of an encouraging tenor. 

Christmas buying was reported on- 
der way, with the Christmas trade 
looking forward to the spending of a 
portion of the $400.000,000 which it is 
estimated that the Christmas clubs and 
similar savings associations will soon 
distribute.

|U. S..and Soviet To Be Asked 


To Join Committee on 
Sino-Jap Controversy. 


GENEVA,” Nov. 27.— (#)— The 
United States and soviet Russia would 
be invited to assign representatives 
to a “committee of conciliation” which 
would attempt to settle Sino-Japanese 
controversy in Manchuria under plans 
being formulated today by leaders of 
the League of Nations.

It was expected the league, at its 
meeting tomorrow, would refer the 
Lytton report to the special assembly 
rin receiving the Japanese reserva- 
ions.

Capital Newspaper Edi- 
tor, Who Takes ‘Digs’ at 
Alice Longworth, Guest 
of President-Elect. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 27.— 
Wide scope of Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
democracy was exemplified here today 
when the president-elect received, on 
the one hand, John A. Deal, 65-year- 
old democrat of Alabama, who had 
hitch-hiked 150 miles from his home 
at Dothan, Ala., seeking a federal job, 
and,.on the other, Mrs. Eleanor Pat- 
terson, colorful multi-millionaire pub- 
lisher of the Washingion Herald. who 
came here in her luxurious private 
car. 

Both were received graciously by 
the future chief executive of the 
land. Mr. Deal, the red mud of Geor- 
gia on his shoes, wanted a job in the 
internal revenue department, perhaps 
as return for his support of the Roose- 
velt candidacy at the democratic na- 
tional convention, where he was a 
delegate. The vivacious Mrs. Patter- 
son wanted nothing, unless it was to 
show her arch enemy, Alice Roose- 
velt Longworth, widow of the late re- 
publican speaker of the house, that 
she still does not regard the demo- 
cratic president-elect as the “mav- 
erick” member of the family certain of 
his republican kinsmen portrayed him 
during the campaign. 

Arrival of the colorful Mrs. Patter- 
son, only woman publisher of a met- 
ropolitan newspaper in the country, 
has added a touch of feminine charm 
to the serious deliberations which will 
start tomorrow in conferences with the 
president-to-be over party policy and 
cabinet personnel. 

Inherent News Leanings. 

She has no desire to dictate to the 
governor who should or should not be 
a member of his official family, in- 
terested though she may be in the 
success of his administration. Prob- 
abilities are that, unlike Hitch-Hiker 
Deal, she was attracted to Warm 
Springs by her instincts as a news- 
paperwoman. Realizing that the news 
out of this small Georgia hamlet for 
the next fortnight will eclipse all 
other major political and government 
developments, not even excluding those 
revolving around the present occupant 
of the White House, she, like many 
other newspaper publishers over the 
country, perhaps could not resist the 
temptation to appear personally on the 
scene, 


Mrs. Patterson, who is the former 
Countess Gyzicki, comes by her news- 
paper instincts naturally, though she 
did not start her career as publisher 
until two or three years ago. She is 

member of the famous newspaper 
family of Medills and McCormicks, of 
Illinois, publishers of - the Chicago 
Tribune, largest paper of the middle 
west. Indeed she is at present a third 


ilar interest in the New York Daily 
News. 
Those Digs at “Alice.” 
Through some strange quirk she 
took over the active direction of the 
Washington Herald at a time when it 


had a negligible circulation. Singe 
then she has made of it the leading

Since then social and diplomatic 
circles of Washington have kept a 
keen watch on the front page of the 
Herald. One never knows what new 
challenge she may hurl. During the 
presidential campaign she started 
tongues wagging again by an equally 
caustic comment on “Princess Alice. 
She suggested that maybe Governor 
Roosevelt might regard some of his 
Roosevelt cousins as “mavericks.” — 

Mrs. Patterson, known to her in- 
timates as “‘Cissie,” owns the pala- 
tial Dupont circle home in Washing- 
ton that was occupied by President 
Calvin Coolidge a few years ago while 
the White House was being renovated, 
It is continually fhe scene of gay 
parties made of the diplomatic, con- 
gressional and literary sets.

“Whisky is an evil of such propor- 
tions as to demand at every Chris- 
tian’s hands an immediate and un- 
wavering attitude. And I wish to go 
on record once again as clearly and 


convey that I regard whisky as the 
greatest menace of our social order 
in the present hour. War, we will all 


agree, is the greatest of all the vices, 
and close by it and next in order I | 
would place whisky. 

“Ask any judge, any doctor, any | 
student of life to tell you the most 
frequent cause of broken homes and 
shattered lives, and sueh students of 
life will answer almost in one word, 
‘whisky.’ Go tomorrow and tomorrow 
night and sit in the recorder’s court 
of this town and listen to the ghastly 
reviews of crime, and see if you are 
not listening for the most part to the 
results of drunkenness and the by- 
products of drunkenness. 

“And now we are being called upon 
by a group of crusading reformers to 
reinstate the saloon and to open the 
floodgates of a legalized liquor traffic. 
I call your attention to the fact that 
the homes of Atlanta and America are 
today besought by an on-marching at- 
tack of line plunges, forward passes 
and trick plays, led by intelligent and 
clever people who are shouting from 
the housetops that we will have beer 
and wine by Chirstmas. 

“Are we going to sit idly by and 
complacently witness this barnstorm- 
ing campaign to open saloons In every 
town in this land without so much as 
a protest? I am not. I do not propose 
to exhibit even a tacit fellowship with 
what I regard as an iniquitous busi- 
ness. I have very high regard for 
some of the ‘riends who are working 
day and night to bring the saloon 
back, but I have absolutely no pa- 
tience with their proposition. When
